The word from which “redemption” 
is derived occurs seventeen times, in 
its various forms, in Holy Scripture. 
One definition of redemption is “a 
deliverance procured by the payment 
of a ransom.” 


A few weeks ago the United 
States, and, no doubt, many other 
liberty-loving countries of the United 
Nations, were terribly shocked over 
the demand of the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment that the United States of 
America pay a ransom of $120,000 for 
the release of four of our soldiers who 
were forced to land their plane on 
their territory. The demand was la- 
beled as unjustifiable, blackmail, and 
many other things, which reflected 
the resentment of the astounded 
American public. The $120,000 was 
paid, and the men were set free, to 
their delight, the joy of their families, 
and the happiness of freedom-loving 
people throughout the world. If the 
ransom had not been paid, there 
would have been ninety more days 
added to the forty that they had al- 
ready spent in prison. 

This is really a fitting picture of 
what the devil does to those whom 
he has in bondage. The ransom price, 
however, that he demands is much 
greater than $30,000 American money 
per individual. In fact Peter informs 
us that it is impossible for silver and 
gold to redeem a person from the 
clutches of the devil. Notice what he 
says, “Forasmuch as ye know that 
ye were not redeemed with corrup- 
tible things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain ‘conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but with 
the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” All of the gold of Fort Knox, 
Ky., added to all the gold and silver 
elsewhere in the United States and 
throughout the world, could not be 
an adequate ransom price for the re- 
demption of one lost soul. But the 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ was 
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Kedemption Through

shed “that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 

Therefore, the only requisite for the 
sin-bound, Satan-held peoples of the 
earth, regardless of age, color, or lo- 
cation, is that they believe in Him, for 
it is in Him that we have redemption 
through His blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sin (Col. 1:14). Again we read 
in Eph. 1:7, “In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins: (and notice) ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace’— 
not riches of silver and gold or pro- 
perties, but riches of His grace; that 
is, it was God’s benevolent kindness 
toward us in the gift of His Son and 
the kindness of Jesus Christ in that 
He gave Himself to redeem us from all 
iniquity and purify unto Himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good works 
(Titus 2:14). You remember the Lord 
Jesus said of Himself, “For the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister and to give his life a 
ransom for many,” Matt. 20:28. On 
one occasion Paul was writing to the 
church at Corinth, and he said, “But 
of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who 
of God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness, and sanctification, and 
redemption,” 1 Cor. 1:30. Not only 
that, but he said in Eph. 1:14, that we, 
as God’s people, are a purchased pos- 
session. Purchased how? With the 
precious blood of Christ Jesus, the 
ransom price for every soul. You re- 
member that under the law, when the 
children of Israel were numbered, God 
instructed Moses to take from “every 
man the ransom for his soul, an half 
a shekel (32 cents), for an offering to 
the Lord,” Exod. 30:12-16. This was 
really a type of the rightful apprecia- 
tion that lost souls, redeemed by the 
“ransoming blood of Jesus,’ would 
render to Him. Much of our apprecia- 
tion for spiritual benefits is shown by 
temporal means. 

There was another phase of re- 
demption under the Mosaic law that 


strikes us with great profundity, and 
that is that the person who was in 
slavery because of his debts could 
only be freed (redeemed) by a close 
kinsman. This is set forth impres- 
sively in Lev. 25:47-49: “And if a so- 
journer or stranger wax rich by thee, 
and thy brother that dwelleth by him 
wax poor, and sell himself unto the 
stranger or sojourner by thee, or to 
the stock of the stranger’s family: 
after that he is sold he may be re- 
deemed again; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: either his uncle, or 
his uncle’s son, may redeem him, or 
any that is nigh of kin unto him of his 
family may redeem him; or if he be 
able, he may redeem himself.” It is 
doubtful that any one was ever able to 
“redeem himself’; therefore, some 
kinsman had to redeem him. In the 
sinner’s case, no one has ever been able 
to “redeem himself,” for there is re- 
demption in none other than Jesus 
Christ and His blood. Therefore, it is 
wonderful to think of Christ condes- 
cending to be made flesh—Jesus—that 
He might redeem us, not with the 
blood of bulls and goats and heifers, 
or with the blood of some other in- 
dividual, but with His own precious 
blood. No wonder the writer of He- 
brews said, “We see Jesus, who was 
made a little lower than the angels for 
the suffering of death, crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death for 
every man. For it became him, for 
whom are all things, and by whom are 
all things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their 
salvation perfect through sufferings. 
Wherefore in all things it behooved 
him to be made like unto his brethren, 
that he might be a merciful and faith- 
ful high priest in things pertaining to 
God, to make reconciliation for the 
sons of the people.” In other words, 
He was both High Priest and the Sac- 
rifice, and, after shedding and offering 
His blood, He ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for us. Further, as the ever- 
living High Priest, He is touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities. 


It is comforting to know that this 
great redemption may be realized now 
by every human being. In fact, we may 
have the earnest of our redemption— 
the Spirit, who also is the seal of our 
redemption (Eph. 4:30). Further, Paul 
informed the Romans and us that 
redemption includes in it also the hu- 
man body; in fact, all creation. Note 
what he says: “For we know that the 
whole creation groaneth and travail-

eth in pain together until now. And 
not only they, but ourselves also, 
ich have the firstfruits of the Spir- 

t, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adop- 
tion, to wit, the redemption of our 
body,” Rom. 8:22, 23. Therefore, re- 
demption by the blood of Jesus Christ 
is for both soul and body. In our fall 
we forfeited all freedom to the serv- 
itude of sin and Satan. In Christ we 
have spiritual and physical redemp- 
tion; the earth and lower animals, 
also. In this connection we think of 
redemption as illustrated in the Old 
Testament by Israel’s deliverance 
from Egypt through Moses and the 
ransom by the Passover lamb. One of 
the most touching passages of scrip- 
ture, to my mind, is this: “Strike the 
lintel and the two side posts with the 
blood that is in the basin; and none 
of you shall go out at the door of his 
house until the morning,” Exod. 12:22. 
Exodus means “a way out,” and the 
book shows how God made a way out 
of Egyptian bondage for His people. 
What was the way out? The way out 
was by the blood of the lambs, and 
the only way out today from spiritual 
bondage, and eventually physical bon- 
dage, is by the blood of God’s Lamb. 
One is impresssed with the fact that 
the book of Exodus opens with the 
groans of the slaves, and closes with 
the glory of God in the midst of the 
redeemed slaves. Something was re- 
sponsible for this great change. What 
was it? The answer is, the blood of 
the lambs made the change. Notice, 
they were to stay under the blood all 
the night, even until the morning. 
This should bring home to us the fact 
that all through the night of this dark 
age we must keep under the blood of 
the Lamb until the morning is made 
bright by His glorious coming. The 
first thing they were to do was to put 
the. blood on the lintel and on the 
two doorposts. The blood on the lin- 
tel typified their protection from the 
wrath of God that was coming upon 
Egypt. The blood on the doorposts 
represented a separation from Egypt 
and its sins. Therefore, the central 
means of their deliverance from Egypt 
was the lamb and its blood. The lamb 
typifies Christ, who is our Passover 
(1 Cor. 5:7, 8). You will notice that in 
the mention of the lambs, and some 
Say that there were no fewer than 
0,000 slain, yet they were all spoken 

f as it, for they all typified one 

Lamb, the Lamb of God, which John 
said was to take away the sin of the 
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world. In fact, the very month, the 
very day, and the very hour of the 
day when Christ Jesus should die was 
set forth on that solemn occasion, 
for it was on the fourteenth day of 
the first month, between the two 
evenings when Christ Jesus died. 

The putting of the leaven out of the 
house impresses us with the fact that 
we are not only to have the blood as 
a covering of our sins—actual trans- 
gressions—but also the blood in purg- 
ing, sanctifying power. Leaven typi- 
fied tendencies toward evil, inherited 
sin, the harboring of evil doctrine, 
and the putting it out sets forth the 
fact that sanctification must follow 
justification or the forgiveness of our 
sins, and both came only through the 
blood. First, the blood of forgiveness— 
blood on the lintel; second, the blood 
of sanctification—blood on the door- 
posts, the second application of the 
blood; then the cleansing and moving 
of the leaven out was truly in keep- 
ing with the work of sanctification. 
God demands holiness of heart and 
life. Had the Israelites not obeyed the 
Passover instructions to the letter, 
they would not have escaped death 
and Egypt. Obeying God’s Word to 
the letter is also our only hope of 
salvation. Those who are born again 
by the blood of Jesus, and, without 
hesitation, plead for the blood in 
sanctifying power to put the leaven 
out of their lives, are more able to 
live unhindered, unhampered, devoted 
Christian lives. There are many, how- 
ever, who content themselves with 
only the knowledge of the fact that 
their sins, actual transgressions, have 
been blotted out. It is to be remem- 
bered gratefully that sanctification 
was provided in God’s great redemp- 
tive plan to meet the demand of the 
sin principle in our lives as surely as 
forgiveness through the blood of 
Christ Jesus is to meet the redemp- 
tive demands of our sins—actual 
transgressions. Notice 1 John 1:9: “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
Let us remember that the wrath of 
God was kept back from the Israelit- 
ish homes, not only because the blood 
was on the lintel and doorposts, but 
because the blood was over clean 
homes, homes free from leaven. How 
were the Israelites delivered from 
Egypt and death to reach Canaan, 
the land of promise? And how are we 
delivered from the sinful world and 
the power of the second death, with 


full assurance of reaching heaven and 
God? The answer is, REDEEMING 
BLOOD! And when we all reach the 
home of the soul, we shall sing to- 
gether, “Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed 
us to God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, and 
nation; and hast made us unto our 
God kings and priests: and we shall 
reign on the earth,” Rev. 5:9, 10. 
Until that glorious day shall come, 
we will sing: , 


There is a fountain filled with blood, 

Drawn from Immanuel’s veins, 

And sinners plunged beneath that 
flood 

Lose all their guilty stains. 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day, 

And there may I, tho’ vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away. 


E’er since by faith I saw the stream 
Thy flowing wounds supply, 
Redeeming love has been my theme, 
And shall be till I die. 


Then in a nobler, sweeter song

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The Pattern for Personal Pentecost 


A building may be built without a 
pattern, blueprint, or plan, and there 
is a chance it may turn out all right. 


But who wants to take such a chance?> 


One might spend many months of 
time and thousands of dollars, only 
to have to tear it all down and be- 
gin over. Jesus said, “Which of you, 
intending to build a tower, sitteth 
not down first, and counteth the 
cost?” The tower was a common build- 
ing and cheaply built. Certainly, He 
is showing us the wisdom of having a 
plan and knowing the cost before we 
begin. I certainly believe there would 
be fewer false experiences if everyone 
would be told exactly the cost and 
shown the full pattern for a personal 
Pentecost. 

Twice in the 24th chapter of Exo- 
dus, verses 9 and 40, God told Moses 
to be sure to make the tabernacle 
according to the PATTERN shown in 
the mount. The entire type of re- 
demption would have fallen apart 
had he failed to do so. A close study 
of Acts will show our pattern. This is 
a pattern that will work. It will fit 
your case. Millions have tried it and 
it worked. If you want the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, your personal Pen- 
tecost, here is how to get the bless- 
ing. DON’T STOP TILL YOU GET 
THERE. 

I. Personal Experience. 

1. You will have to be saved. Verse 
37. There is no way to really 
be saved until you repent. Jesus be- 
fan His ministry by saying, “Repent 
and believe the gospel,” Mark 1:15. He 
also said, “Except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish,” Luke 13:3. There 
have been many sermons published 
showing that the disciples were saved 
before Pentecost, but I want to call 
attention again to a few absolute 
proofs. 

(a) Jesus had power (authority) 
on earth to forgive sins. (Mark 2:2- 
12). If He would forgive anyone, cer- 
tainly He would forgive those who 
loved Him and followed Him. 

(b) Jesus had power to bring sal- 
vation. Luke 19:9, “Jesus said unto 
him, This day is salvation come to 
this house.” He would not have 
brought salvation to Zacchaeus, and 
refused it to His own, whom He loved

unto the end. 

(c) He said their names were 
written in heaven. (Luke 10:20.) There 
are many more proofs if one should 
want them. The foundation for all 
blessings from the Lord is regenera- 
tion, the new birth, or, to put it all in 
one word, getting SAVED. 

2. In our pattern we are shown we 
should be sanctified “and be bap- 
tized.” Baptism is certainly a type of 
sanctification, death to self and the 
world, buried and raised to walk in 
newness of life. Brother Bright, in his 
book on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, certainly makes it clear that 
the Bible shows, in order that we may 
have the Baptism, we must have all 
removed from us that the Holy Ghost 
cannot fellowship when He is come. 
Notice also. 

(a) Jesus’ prayer, “Sanctify them 
... That they all may be one,” John 
17:17-21. “When the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with 
ONE ACCORD IN ONE PLACE,” Acts 
2. I believe the Bible shows that there 
were more than 120 saved people in 
Jerusalem on the day of Pentecost, 
but only that number were sanctified 
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and ready for their personal Pente- 
cost. 
II. Personal Prayers. 

Acts 1:14, “These all continued in 
prayers and supplication.” This is a 
major essential — PRAYER. Other 
things have a place, but prayer around 
the altar is the most essential of all 
things—may it never become a lost 
art! It is easier to exhort a seeker 
than to pray for him. It’s easier to do 
any of the other things that we do 
around the altar than to really offer 
importunate intercession for those 
seeking the baptism: But it is neces- 
sary to ask. The Holy Ghost is prom- 
ised to those who will ask for Him 
(Luke 11:13). I believe we can do no 
greater service to those seeking the 
Pentecostal experience than to pray, 
and then PRAY AGAIN. 

III. Personal Praise. 

Luke 24:53, “And were continually 
in the Temple, praising and blessing 
God.” We cannot trade just so much 
praise for the baptism, but when we 
have prayed and obeyed, and have 
faith to believe, and are seeking and 
expecting to find, knocking and ex-

This subject may seem a bit un- 
familiar, but I hope it will portray the 
thought I wish to express in this 
article. Entrepreneur is a French word 
very nearly equivalent to our English 
word proprietor. It is a descriptive 
title of a person who invests money, 
energy, and time in a business which 
he combines with labor and natural 
resources to produce certain com- 
modities or services. Such a person 
is not necessarily the sole owner but 
he does have certain investments and 
takes certain risks, as well as assist- 
ing in promotion. As entrepreneur, he 
has many functions and responsibili- 
ties to the enterprise which he oper- 
ates. I am using this commercial term 
in a spiritual sense, applying it to the 
duties and responsibilities of preach- 
ers, teachers, and workers for the 
church. All of us have invested some- 
thing in the Lord’s work—the risk of 
failure is ever present; the reward is 
great if we win; and, certainly, we are 
endeavoring to promote the Lord’s 
garage in such a way as to win for 

m. 

There are many duties and respon- 
sibilities that may devolve on the en- 
trepreneur. It is his job to see that 
everything runs well, from the small- 
est matter to those of greatest im- 
portance. For his work he may receive 
little praise or approbation if he does 
it well, but he is sure to bear the 
blame if things do not succeed. Not 
only must he see that every phase of 
the business functions properly, but 
also he must try to keep everyone in 
the organization working together 
harmoniously in the spirit of coopera- 
tion. He may find this to be no little 
job, as all pastors know very well. Je- 
sus knew the importance of this work 
and spent much of His time organiz- 
ing and instructing His disciples as 
to how to carry on in His absence. 
After Jesus’ ascension, the work fell 
on their shoulders, and after them, on 
us. As God’s entrepreneurs, how well 
are we performing for Him? How well 
are we running God’s business? He

Entrepreneurship

has left our instructions—His Word— 
and the assistance of the Holy Ghost. 
By ourselves we can do nothing, but 
with His help we can do all things. 

Paul said, “Be not slothful in busi- 
ness; fervent in spirit; serving the 
Lord,” Rom. 12:11. This means “zeal 
or earnestness.” What Paul means is 
this: “In regard to your earnestness, 
see that you are not slothful.” If many 
of us would sit down and think of how 
we go about our business and our 
Christian life, which ought to be our 
highest business, we would have great 
cause for embarrassment. 

The entrepreneur may be a custo- 
dian. As such he is charged with cer- 
tain obligations and is chargeable for 
the same. There may be a vast differ- 
ence in charge and chargeability; how- 
ever, they should agree. Charge is 
what the record shows; chargeability 
is what the facts actually are. They 
do not always balance is why audits 
are made. As custodians of spiritual 
things, we are accountable to God. We 
have been charged with one, two, or 
five talents, and are responsible for 
these. In our accounting systems, 
charges and chargeabilities may dis- 
agree, but not with God’s. He keeps 
both the charges and chargeabilities, 
and He knows whether they agree. 
We were charged with certain values, 
such as a good body, good mind, good 
opportunities, and certain command- 
ments to fulfill the duties and require- 
ments to perform for God, ourselves 
and our fellowman. How well have we 
performed them? 

The entrepreneur may also serve as 
treasurer and be charged with keep- 
ing records, for no business can prop- 
erly function without records, which 
are the nerve center of business. Many 
businesses fail because of inadequate 
records. Proper records reveal a pic- 
ture of the business at all times. 
Therefore, the accounting ‘system 
must have adequate internal control 
and efficient operating personnel so 
as to prevent temptation by laxity, 
Our records show that we have experi- 
enced a phenomenal growth in the 
Church of God over a period of a few 
short years, for which we should very 
humbly praise Him who has given this 
signal victory. 

God keeps records. Jesus said, “Re- 
joice because your names are written 
in heaven,” and, “The hairs of your 
head are numbered.” He has a system 
of internal control. The Holy Ghost 
working in our conscience acts as a 
barometer to warn us of evil that may 
be lurking near. The church is a 
source of correction, and, lastly, God 


Himself has our record ever be- 
fore Him. He knows what we are do- 
ing with the talents He has entrusted 
to our care. He knows if we have mis- 
appropriated them for selfish pur- 
poses, or if we are using them for His 
glory. God help us to keep our record 
in good order at all times. It is a com- 
mon practice with businesses to have 
their records audited at least once 
each year, usually at the end of the 
fiscal er however, they should be 
subject to audit at all times. Let us 
remember here that God makes a per- 
petual audit of the record of our lives 
at all times, the final audit coming 
when our years are finished. 

When an auditor has completed the 
examination, he proceeds to take a 
trial balance and set forth certain 
adjusting entries preparatory to writ- 
ing up his report on the status of the 
business. He has two important re- 
ports to make: one is a statement of 
operations, the other is a balance 
sheet showing the assets, liabilities, 
and capital of the business. Assets 
consist of cash and accounts receiv- 
able which are considered as current 
assets. Liabilities represent what the 
business owes to the entrepreneur 
and others. In our case, cash could 
represent the grace of God. How much 
favor with God do we have? and how 
much shall we have when the curtain 
of life falls? “His grace is sufficient.” 
Do we have that sufficiency? How 
does our bank account stand in the 
grace of God? 

What about accounts receivable? 
How much service have we given to 
others for which we may expect to be 
rewarded by the Giver of rewards? I 
like to think of accounts receivable as 
the promises of God. There are ap- 
proximately thirty-two thousand 
promises of God to the faithful entre- 
preneur. How many of them are we 
going to be able to claim when our 
accounts receivable become due? He’ll 
pay every legitimate claim on the 
books. 

Now let us examine the liabilities. 
What about capital investment? Has 
this consisted of a lifetime of service? 
How much have we put into this bus- 
iness? Have we given our best? Have 
we been diligent, energetic, wide- 
awake, zealously working all the time? 
Paul says in Rom. 13:8-14, “Owe no 
man anything, but to love one an- 
other .. .” Our obligations of love em- 
brace all men. We are bound by this 
rule to love everyone with whom we 
come in contact. It is not to select its 
objects according to our estimate of 
their lovableness. There is only one 
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way, however, to do this, and that is 
to put on the fulness of Christ. 


= Now -let us examine the statement 
of operations. What kind of salesman 


—_ 


are you? The larger the volume of 
sales, the greater the profits. A good 
salesman is valuable. He must know 
his product. How well do you know 
the Bible? Paul said, “Study to show 
thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed.” 
The difference in income and ex- 
penses is profit. Does this statement 
show a profit or loss? Have we used 
the assets—talents—the Lord started 
us out in business with, together with 
a proper mixture of work, so that the 
operations show a profit? Remember, 
this business is spiritual. Has the in- 
come account, or sales, overbalanced 


the expense account? Remember the 
question: “What shall it profit a man 
if he gain the whole world and lose 


his soul?” 

Paul exhorts: “See then that ye 
walk circumspectly, not as fools, but 
as wise, redeeming the time, because 
the days are evil,” Eph. 5:15, 16. Some 
of us have, in all probability, very 
little more time to redeem—buy up. 
As we take stock and see how our 
account stands, let us make this a 
moment in which we determine where 
we are going, what we are doing, and 
how we are using the great gift of life. 
We live here to get ourselves and 
others to live yonder. If we succeed, 
it will be joy forever; but if we fail, 
it will be everlasting sorrow. May we 
resolve, as Jesus did, “I must be about 
my Father’s business.” 








Is Lee College Dead Spiritually ? 


It has been stated that Lee College 
is a dead school, spiritually, and that 
the chapel services at Lee College cer- 
tainly are lifeless. You, too, have prob- 
ably heard such statements. concern- 
ing the spiritual life of Lee College. 

Why are such statements made? 
There may be several reasons, but one 
that seems to answer the question 
well enough is this: There are those 
who, before coming to Lee College, 
seemed to think we had a camp meet- 
ing the year round. They went to our 
chapel services expecting great dem- 
onstrations by the Spirit of God, and 
if the services were not as demon- 
strative as they thought they should 
be, they apparently became burdened 
for the spiritual awakening of Lee 
College. 

Yes, there are those of our student 
body who are disappointed because 
the College does not conduct an evan- 
gelistic service every night, with the 
mighty power of God moving in a 
wonderful way. They seem to forget 
that they are not attending a nine 
months’ revival or camp meéeting, but 
an institution of learning, where the 
major portion of their time is to be 
spent in study. 

Even though Lee College is an edu- 
cational institution, prayer and the 
worship of God are among the fore- 
most things on our daily program. 
Each class is begun with prayer, or 
sometimes with the singing of God’s 
praises. Every day during the week, 
except Wednesday, we have our chapel 
service from 10 a.m. until 11 a.m. 
These services are a blessing to those 
who will let them be. They are not 
always a service of spiritaul demon- 
stration, but they are a pause during 
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a busy day to give thanks and praise 
to God and ask His help through the 
remaining portion of the day. 

On week-day nights, from _ six 
o’clock to seven o’clock, prayer meet- 
ings are held in various dormitories. 
These are real old-fashioned prayer 
meetings, in which all are revived in 
their souls, and some have been saved. 
These meetings present some exam- 
ples as to the spiritual life at Lee 
College. 

Then every year we have a week’s 

revival, during which, at no time 
whatever, is the spirit of revival 
quenched for the sake of studies. 
These meetings may break out at any 
time. On Sunday night, February 12, 
1950, the mighty power of God fell 
upon the congregation assembled for 
service in the auditorium. This began 
a revival which, I believe, was the 
greatest ever at Lee College. It con- 
tinued for a full week, and classes 
were completely discontinued during 
that week. It was a week in which 
there was a mighty outpouring of the 
Spirit of God, and many souls were 
saved, sanctified, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and baptized in water. 
. This past spring, 1951, we had what 
we called “Spiritual Emphasis Week,” 
with Rev. Ray Hughes, a former stu- 
dent of Lee College, as our speaker. 
This series of meetings was conducted 
during our regular chapel services and 
usually continued many hours after- 
ward. When time came for classes to 
meet, hardly anyone appeared for 
them. You could go to the auditorium 
and find the students on their knees 
before God, in prayer and consecra- 
tion, seeking a deeper experience in 
God. 





Thus far this year we have had a 
great time in the Lord. Some of our 
chapel services have been exception- 
ally good. Even in our classrooms God 
has poured out His Spirit. One day in 
typing class, three girls were saved. 
Then, the following day, three boys, 
including me, were gloriously filled 
with the Holy Ghost in our sociology 
class. There are times when much of 
the class periods is spent in prayer 
and praise to God. 

This is my fourth year at Lee Col- 
lege, and I have seen these things 
happen, and many other similar oc- 
currences. It isn’t an accident, but it 
is the power of the never-changing 
hand of God. These things have been 
happening and will continue to occur 
in the months and years to come. 
Rev. Earl P. Paulk, state overseer of 
North Carolina, conducted a gracious 
revival for us beginning December 3, 
1951. 

I hope after reading this, you have 
gained a better understanding of the 
spiritual side of life at Lee College, 
and that you will never be heard say- 
ing, “Lee College is dead, spiritually.” 

Remember to always pray for the 
School and support it in every way 
you can. It is our school and one of 
the greatest schools in the world.—

THE WAY OUT OF THE DARK

Men representing thirty-seven mil- 
lion evangelical constituents met in 
New York City. These men with “the 
Light” came together from the far 
corners of America to adopt a budget 
that will make possible the means for 
millions to be led “out of the dark.” 


We (approximately fifty men) were 
warmly welcomed by the members of 
the Bible House Staff. Soon we were 
graciously received into the spacious 
council room, and the meeting was 
begun by Secretary Mann. Secretary 
North, during his discussion on politi- 
cal problems affecting the Bible pro- 
gram, gave us some startling informa- 
tion. Few, if any, Bibles have gotten 
behind: the Iron Curtain around Rus- 
sia and her satelites during the past 
three years. A warning was sounded 
against societies claiming to get Bibles 
into Russia. Contact with some society 
representatives in other countries has 
also been cut off. In some countries 
they know only that he is alive. 

Drama equaling anything in fic- 
tion was mine to witness during the 
meeting. Secretary Collyer was 
strangely warming our hearts with his 
fluent discussion of problems created 
by increasing demands for scriptures 
abroad. Suddenly the cold, clear, crisp 
morning air was pierced by the wail- 
ing sound of the sirens. This was the 
signal that un-Bibled, un-evangelized 
countries had launched their planes 
laden with, death-dealing and devas- 
tating atomic bombs. These planes 
were only three minutes from New 
York City. It meant that one hundred 
thousand New Yorkers would die and 
half a million be injured. I 
meant that the capital of the world, 
the seat of the United Nations, this 
city of stone, steel and glass, would 
lie in charred, smoldering ruin. Traf- 
fic stopped! The streets emptied of 
any sign of life. The crowded stores 
now stood like great Egyptian tombs, 
filled with people, but no sign of life. 
The subways somehow reminded you 
of the Roman catacombs and laby- 
rinths in which the Christians would 
take refuge. Here hundreds of thou- 
sands crowded to escape the ravage 
of war. 

How ironical it seemed! In the coun- 
cil room the words came as though 
they were a great way off—‘If we 
can sow these countries down with 
Bibles, we shall need have no fear of 
their bombs.” Outside the people were 
hurrying to shelters and protection 
from potential planes of these coun- 
tries. I was shocked to the reality 
that SOMETHING MUST BE DONE. 
This was just a drill, the only drill 
we shall have. The next time the 
sirens wail it will be the REAL THING. 

Oh, that we could show them “the 
way out of the dark.” The only way 
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I see is in the words of the American 
Bible Society motto of a few years 
ago, “Bibles, not bombs.” 

The American Bible Society is doing 
more toward this goal than any 
church, society, or government that 
I know. As churches we send out our 
missionaries and promise to support 
them. The American Bible Society be- 
comes their strong arm by giving 
them a Bible, or portion, in the lang- 
uage of the people to whom they are 
going. They also make available a sup- 
ply to the missionary. So, when he 
has taught the native to read in his 
own language, what better than the 
Bible can he be given to read? 

The Bible, or portions, is now being 
printed in over one thousand lang- 
uages. The America Bible Society is 
now working on nine more transla- 
tions. One interests me greatly be- 
cause it is the Haitian-Creole. We need 
it urgently since we have such a 
strong work there. We, in the Church 
of God, cannot do all the work, but 
we can place a strong support behind 
a society that is coming so close to 
getting the job done. General Ridge- 
way writes that the American Society 
has placed the Bible, printed in sev- 
enteen different languages, in the 
hands of soliders fighting in Korea 
from every country of the United Na- 
tions. 

Truly, THE BIBLE, NOT BOMBS, 
will show the WORLD “THE WAY 
OUT OF THE DARK.”

Honesty means to be fair .in our 
dealings with others—trusty; to be 
beautiful in our deeds—not the out- 
ward beauty, that which can be put 
on the outside—Psalm 149:4, “The 
Lord will beautify the meek (honest) 
with salvation.”

Freedom to buy 
on credit is a wonderful thing, but 
when freedom is abused, it can be- 
come an offense and a stumbling 
block to others. Take heed that this 
liberty of yours doesn’t become a 
stumbling block to others. Brethren, 
ye have been called unto liberty, only 
use not this liberty as an occasion to 
the flesh, but by love serve one an- 
other. “Owe no man anything, but 
to love one another.” This means to 
acquit yourself of all obligations, but 
to love and serve others. How can we 
prove our love to the Church of God 
if we are dishonest and absorb the 
profits for which the honest are 
working so hard? Love worketh no 
ill to (doesn’t willfully put a strain 
on) his neighbor.

PUERTO RICO 

On Saturday afternoon at 4:30 p.m., 
I flew from Miami, Florida, to Puerto 
Rico. Upon my arrival at 9:30, I found 
awaiting me the overseer of the 
Island, Brother Antonio Collazo, and 
his Sunday School superintendent of 
the San Juan local church. They ex- 
tended to me a warm Christian wel- 
come, which was appreciated. I found 
the work progressing under the lead- 
ership of the island overseer, and was 
much pleased with the services I was 
privileged to attend. I spoke to the 
headquarter’s church in San Juan on 
Sunday evening. We -had a great 
crowd and a nice response to the 
message. Later in the afternoon, 
Brother Collazo and I went out into 
the city and countryside of the Island, 
and I must say that the population of 
the Island and the conditions in gen- 
eral make me to know that there is a 
need for the gospel. All that I could 
see was people! people! people! We 
arrived in the mountains and walked 
into a tiny church that had just been 
completed. Within a few seconds peo- 
ple began to come into the church. 
Had I begun to sing or preach, it 
would have been filled in a little 
while. Where the people came from 
and lived is beyond me. I am sure 
that from our school in Texas there 
will be several boys and girls who will 
give their lifework for Puerto Rico. 
Brother Santani is now a student in 
the school, and he will, perhaps, re- 
turn to the Island next year. My 
prayer is that God will give a great 
harvest in Puerto Rico. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


I flew from Puerto Rico to the 
Dominican Republic and there had 
the privilege of being with Brother 
and Sister James Beaty for a few 
houfs and seeing the progress they 
are making for the Lord in this par- 
ticular field. Grass did not grow under 
my feet though I had only a short 
time to stay. Brother Beaty, with the 
old jeep that is about to fall apart, 
did an excellent job in showing me 
as much of the work as possible. Our 
work, as you know, is not too large— 
only about 400 members; however, I 
believe there is a steady growth, and 
I hope in the near future to hear of 
a great outpouring of the Spirit in the 
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Dominican. Brother Beaty arranged a 
meeting for me in Ciudad Trujillo. 
The church was packed, and many 
were standing in the door to hear the 
gospel of our Saviour. After all of 
these years that the poor people have 
paid rent on the church, the landlord 
demanded them to move. They were 
at a loss as to what they should do 
since their new building was not com- 
pleted. Unless someone responds to 
this need in Ciudad Trujillo for funds 
to complete their church, we will suf- 
fer great loss in this town. The follow- 
ing morning, after I preached in this 
building, Brother Beaty and I went to 
the church, and the seats, platform, 
and pulpit had been moved. I said, 
“Thank God I preached at least one 
sermon in the building before the 
devil took it over.” Those precious 
people moved into another building 
that has neither window nor open- 
ing other than the door in the front 
and a small door in the rear of the 
room. This will be the place those 
hungry hearts will have to endure 
until someone gives them help to com- 
plete their new church. Our mission- 
aries, Brother and Sister Beaty, are at 
their best for the progress of the 
work. They are working untiringly on 
the new mission home that will soon 
be finished. Brother Beaty has worked 
with the natives on this project, and 
I am sure when you see the structure 
and surroundings you will appreciate 
our new mission home in the Domin- 
ican Republic. 
HAITI 

This particular field is a field that 
is well known by many of our work- 
ers on the field; however, I don’t be- 
lieve you will ever realize the prim- 
itive conditions in Haiti until each 
one sees them for himself. Brother 
and Sister Herbert Walker seem to be 
very enthusiastic about the work in 
Haiti. Sister Odine Morse is also do- 
ing a good work in this field. I 
preached in Fort Marchland to a very 
fine group of people, and many came 
to the altar seeking the Lord. I also 
preached in the large church in Port- 
au-Prince, with 1,000 or 1,200 in at- 
tendance, and many come to the altar. 
Brother LaCombe is doing a fine work 
there. I was informed that we have 
over 6,000 members in Haiti and 17,000 
nonbaptized believers. Many of these 
have been delivered from sin and evil 
in the last two or three years. The 
memorial churches that are being er- 
ected in the Island are certainly a 
blessing. I believe that if Brother 
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Walker could get more memorial 
churches, the work would grow in a 
greater way. It looks as if we should 
be able to take the entire Island for 
the Church of God if more money and 
buildings could be given. Brother 
Walker told me that where we are 
able to get a building, we are always 
able to get a church, and that our 
churches are not too solid until we do 
get a building. The building really 
establishes the people in Haiti. These 
poor poverty-stricken people are cer- 
tainly hungry for the gospel that the 
Church of God brings. 


JAMAICA 


Upon the arrival in Jamaica, Broth- 
er and Sister Brummett met me at the 
airport, and we began to see some of 
the destruction of the hurricane that 
struck this island a few months ago. 
To my surprise, the people have not 
as yet been able to adjust themselves 
from this storm. The first evening I 
was in Jamaica Brother Brummett 
arranged for a meeting at the little 
church in Heartease. This is the com- 
munity where every house was de- 
stroyed except one-half of a home. 
When I arrived at Heartease, all I 
saw was a few flickering lights and 
hardly realized that I actually was in 
a community. The little humble 
church that Elder Gooden and his 
people pieced together was not much; 
however, I rejoice to say that the 
State of West Virginia is sending 
money to build a memorial church 
in this community. It rained the night 
I preached there, and only about 
thirty people were present, but we 
certainly thank God that four came 
and received the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour. 

The convention in Cascade was 
wonderful. The attendance was great, 
and at least 100 came to the altar 
for salvation, for which we thank 
God. This is the first time in my min- 
istry that someone had to make a 
path and lead me through the back 
door to get to the pulpit. For a while 
it looked as if I would not be able to 
get to the building. There was hardly 
enough room for me to stand and 
deliver the message; however, God 
was there in a great way. People 
were packed into this building, but 
they sat for hours to hear the songs 
and the gospel. Children sat for hours 
on a hard plank without even a back 
to rest themselves. Such respect and 
reverence was shown that I am per- 
suaded if those precious people could 
respect the house of God in such a 





manner, we should do even more in 
our churches in America. 

Nearly every church in the Island 
was damaged by the hurricane to 
some degree. Yet the men and elders 
of the Island have buckled down to 
hard work, and are pleading for a few 
pounds that they might be able to 
rebuild their churches. 

One little church I visited, on the 
top of the mountain, was destroyed 
with the exception of the foundation, 
platform, and pulpit. I stood there 


‘and thought how wonderful that this 


spot had survived the storm. 


Some of you may have seen sights 
as terrible as those of which I am 
about to tell, but it was my first time 
to witness such. I learned that in 
Kingston there was a place called 
Trench Town where people were ac- 
tually starving to death. It was de- 
scribed by the Times staff reporter as: 
STARVATION? HOG-LIFE IN SUF- 
FERERS’ TENTS. Never before had I 
witnessed such human suffering. 
These people were living in tents that 
were given to them by the Govern- 
ment. There were no beds, nor even 
a decent place to lie down to await 
death from hunger. In this particular 
place there were estimated 120 two- 
month-old children, 180 nine-month- 
old-children, and 300 two- and three- 
year-old children bundled together in 
filth and rags. Bro. Brummett and I 
went through this village, but I didn’t 
realize the danger until we were home. 
We talked to the great number of 
starving people and each one told his 
story along with some of the mean-- 
est men in the Island. I listened to 
the story of the grandmother of the 
boy that had just died. I saw the two 
little sisters of the boy that starved 
to death, and I was unable to hold my 
emotions any longer. The tears began 
to stream down my cheeks, and the 
presence of God seemed so near. I 
raised my hands toward heaven and 
called upon God to extend mercy to 
these poor people. While I was pray- 
ing, all I could hear coming from the 
great number of people was the wail- 
ing cries of those who perhaps had 
faith in God. They would say, “O God, 
do have mercy upon us.” No doubt, 
there were many in the tent village 
who were Christians. After I had 
prayed, they told me that we were 
the first ones that had offered prayer 
since the storm. I actually saw wom- 
en fighting over a penny or a shilling.
